JP 2002-107829 A (Toppan Printing Co,, Ltd.) sets 
forth a rear-projection type screen used in a projection 
television, wherein a surface having lenses of a 
lenticular lens sheet formed thereupon, and a surface 
having lenses of a Fresnel lens sheet formed thereupon, 
wherein a spacer is formed integrally with the peripheral 
part outside the effective area of the Fresnel lens, are 
disposed opposite one another, and it is understood that 
the spacer is provided to the peripheral part outside the 
effective area, taking into account the impact on the 
projected image, and it would not be particularly 
difficult for a person skilled in the art to provide a 
spacer to the peripheral part within the effective area 
where a slight impact on the projected image may be 
expected, therefore the inventions set forth in claims 1, 
2, 5, 8, 9 and 12 do not involve an inventive step. 

In addition to the aforementioned document, JP 7- 
64189 A (Dai Nippon Printing Co., Ltd.) sets forth a rear- 
projection type screen, using as a lenticular lens sheet 
the fly-eye lenses of a protruding lens sheet comprising a 
large number of single protruding lenses having spherical 
shapes or the like which are independent of their 
surroundings, arranged in two-dimensional directions, 
therefore the inventions set forth in claims 3 and 10 do 
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not involve an inventive step. 

In addition to the rear-projection type screen set 
forth in JP 2002-107829 A (Toppan Printing Co., Ltd.) 
cited above, wherein spacer thickness is 0.60mm, JP 2001- 
324766 A (Hitachi, Ltd.) cited in the international search 
report sets forth a rear-projection type screen, wherein a 
light -transmissive member is disposed between the Fresnel 
lens and the lenticular lens, thereby separating the 
opposing surfaces of both lenses, therefore the inventions 
set forth in claims 4, 6, 11 and 13 do not involve an 
inventive step. 
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
